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In spite of the Soviet announcement that the Russian wide~gauge transit lines 
across Poland would be changed te European standard~gauge, these changes have 
not been made. Apparently the Soviets intend to leave the wide- gauge lines 
intact, but are constructing additional Standard-gauge lines across Poland,
